Power Of Attorney

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants acknowledge the Examiner's statement that Claims 3 and 4 are 
allowable, but are objected to as being dependent on a rejected claim. Applicants have 
amended Claim 3 to an independent form and, as amended, includes all of the limitations 
of the rejected base claim, namely Claiml . Applicants have cancelled rejected Claim 1 
without prejudice to or disclaimer of the subject matter therein. Claim 4, as amended, 
depends form independent Claim3, as amended.

Claim Rejection - 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1 and 5-10 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by 
Havens et al. As stated hereinabove, Applicants' have cancelled Claiml. Applicants 
have amended Claims 5-10 such that Claims 5-10, as amended, now depend, either 
directly or indirectly, from allowable independent Claim 3, as amended. Applicants 
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believe that Claims 5-10, as amended, are now in the form for a notice of allowance. 
Applicants believe that these amendments introduce no new matter and their entry is 
respectfully requested. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider all 
outstanding objections and rejections and that they be withdrawn.
